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Next  year,  all  Erindale  students  may  become  capitalists 
involuntarily.  Each  student  may  be  forced  to  invest 
$100  in  one  blue  chip  share  of  "Erindale  Bus  Lines". 

Bl5S-ted  for  next  year!

There  is  a  good  chance  that  the  privilege  of  attending 
Erindale  next  year  will  mean  an  extra  $100.00  tacked  on  to 
your  tuition  fee.  The  reason  for  this  (if  it  happens)  will  not 
be  some  sinister  plot  on  the  part  of  the  college 
administrators,  but  a  matter  of  economic  reality.  What 
reality?  The  bus  service  used  by  so  many  of  you  budding 
young  geniuses. 

The  present  bus  system  costs  about  $150,000  a  year  — 
paying  for  the  drivers'  wages,  gas,  insurance,  maintenance 
of  the  buses  not  owned  (five  of  the  buses  are  owned,  and 
four  are  rented). 

That  $150,000  pays  for  the  present  level  of  service  — 
and  that  service  will  hopefully  be  getting  even  better,  with 
a  tentative  schedule  for  regular  weekend  service  drawn  up 
and  ready  to  be  presented  to  the  Transportation  and 
Parking  Committee. 

This  particular  E.C.C.  committee  (which,  as  I  write  this 
s  no  student  E.C.C.  members  on  it,  although  Paul  Moral 
id  Ray  Nielson  have  been  working  with  it),  is  the 
committee  which  makes  all  the  decisions  regarding 
transportation,  except  one  -  the  budget  for  transportation 
has  been  limited  to  $150,000  by  the  University 
administration,  although  costs  are  quickly  mounting. 

This  is  why  you  might  have  to  pay  an  extra  $100  or  so 
(the  $100  figure  is  the  upper  estimate  of  extra  tuition). 

The  composition  of  this  committee  has  some 
interesting  facets  to  it  —  both  of  the  college's  top 
administrators  are  on  the  committee  (Messers.  Rawlings  and 
Miller),  but  none  of  the  bus  drivers.  The  head  of  Erindale's 
security  detachment  is  also  on  the  committee  (he  is  also 
responsible  for  making  up  the  driver's  work  schedule  and 
for  communicating  the  orders  of  the  administration  to  the 
drivers).  According  to  Mr.  Miller,  our  head  of  security 
doesn't  at  all  mind  having  to  work  on  transportation 
problems  as  well  as  do  his  own  security  duties. 

As  for  having  drivers  on  the  committee,  Mr.  Miller 
stated  simply  that  he  didn't  feel  it  necessary  for  a  driver  to 
be  a  member  (as  I  write  this,  a  memo  that  has  come  to  the 
S.A.G.E.  office  sometime  in  the  last  few  days  states  that 
on  November  4th  a  meeting  of  this  committee  will  consider 
having  a  driver  included  on  the  committee  -  one  of  the 
results  Paul  Moran  has  been  working  for). 

The  implications  of  the  extra  tuition  fee  are  not  good. 
Next  year,  what  person  is  going  to  want  to  pay  an  extra 
$100  to  come  to  Erindale  when  St.  George  is  cheaper  and 
has  more  apparent  advantages?  Particularly  when  Erindale's 
non-academic  advantages  (such  as  being  able  to  get  to  know 
people)  gradually  disappear  as  the  student  body  grows. 

Economic  realities  cannot  be  changed  —  additional  bus 
service  will  cost  additional  money  (all  nationalistic  socialists 
please  note:  even  under  a  collectivistic  economic  system, 
more  bus  service  would  cost  more  money).  The 
Transportation  and  Parking  Committee  should  try  to  devise 
a  method  of  financing  the  bus  service  which  would  not  put 
the  college  in  such  a  disadvantageous  position.

the  place  where  scholars,  eager  to  continue  their  studies  and 
willing  to  guide  unformed  minds  or  unsated 
knowledge-seekers,  gather  to  learn  and  to  teach.  It  is  the 
responsibility  of  the  scholar  as  learner  to  pursue  his  research 
and  to  seek  to  elucidate  truths  or  unravel  the  complexities 
of  the  human  condition;  it  is  the  responsibility  of  the 
scholar  as  teacher  to  communicate  his  knowledge  to  the 
learners  who  desire  it.  All  people  in  the  University  are 
Teachers  and  Learners,  are  scholars;  the  responsibilities  are 
imposed  on  the  individual  by  himself  -  the  rewards  of 
education  at  all  levels  are  proportional  to  the  amount  of 
self  involved  in  that  education. 

Undergraduates  enter  University  with  different 
motivations;  none  should  feel  reproachful  if  his  work's 
worth  is  "tested"  by  those  guiding  his  studies.  (Conversely, 
no  teacher  should  feel  his  "security"  threatened  if  a  bright 
scholar  should  challenge  him;  he  then  becomes  a  learner 
himself).  As  a  learner,  each  undergraduate  should  channel 
his  life-style,  if  he  is  mature  enough  to  have  developed  a 
concrete  one;  in  addition,  he  should  expose  his  mind 
(memory,  imagination,  opinions,  whims,  thoughts)  to  the 
teaching  of  as  many  around  him  as  possible.  The  student 
with  closed  eyes,  deaf  ears  and  untactile  fingers  is  Selfish, 
Narrow-Minded,  and  Deluded.  He  is  Selfish  because  he  will 
not  allow  others  to  learn  from  him;  he  is  Narrow-Minded 
because  he  is  blotting  from  his  mind  the  reality  of  the 
humanity  about  him;  he  is  Deluded  because  he  is  not 
educating  himself  completely. 

University  is  going  to  lectures  and  reading  books;  is 
talking  to  professors,  lecturers,  janitors,  bookstore 
managers,  cafeteria  staff,  technical  assistants,  secretaries, 
artists,  administrators,  bus  drivers,  nurses,  campus  police, 
fellow  undergraduates  -  people;  is  walking  around  campus 
to  enjoy  the  trees  (or,  downtown,  to  enjoy  the  old 
buildings);  is  playing  fofootball  for  your  college;  is  drinking 
beer  in  the  Hart  House  pub;  is  being  "rushed"  for  a 
fraternity ;  is  writing  essays  or  newspaper  articles;  is  working 
for  student  government;  is  intelligently  experiencing 
everything  and  every  one.  The  University  will  not  assimilate 
you  if  you  stand  firm  and  do  not  allow  it  to. 

Education  is  a  "two-way  street";  you  can  only  acquire 
more  learning  through  participation  with  wholehearted 
self-involvement.  Never  fear  to  question  anyone  or  join  any 
person  or  group.  You  are  in  a  University;  what  kind  of 
Education  are  you  allowing  yourself?

IMAGES

"Images"  was  the  theme  of  last  Tuesday  nite's 
get-together  arranged  by  Peter  Such,  Erindale's 
writer-in-residence.  Unfortunately,  due  to  a 
number  of  technical  difficulties,  the  evening  didn't 
come  off  as  well  as  it  could  have. 

Peter  explained  that  the  evening  was  arranged 
so  that  the  audience  would  be  confronted  with  the 
four  guest  writers  as  images,  then  as  the  evening 
progressed,  as  real  people.  At  the  same  time,  the 
audience  itself  would  be  transformed  from  real 
people  into  images.  Thus,  the  audience  was 
introduced  to  the  guests  through  a  television  film 
and  at  the.  same  time,  a  series  of  slides.  This  in 
itself  was  an  experiment  at  a  multi-medium 
environment,  meant  to  confuse  and  stimulate  the 
audience's  senses. 

Following  this,  we  met  the  guests  in  their 
writer  images  as  each  gave  a  reading  of  some  of  his 
own  work.  It  was  at  this  point  that  the  audience 
was  to  be  turned  into  images.  Slides  were  supposed 
to  have  been  taken  of  members  of  the  audience  as 
they  entered  the  room  at  the  beginning  of  the 
evening.  Then,  having  been  developed  during  the 
first  part  of  the  evening,  they  were  supposed  to  be 
shown  during  the  readings.  The  television  screen 
also  was  to  show  the  audience  as  images  and  for  a 
short  time  it  looked  as  if  the  television  film  would 
be  a  success,  but  the  cable  broke  before  there  was 
time  enough  to  gain  the  required  effect. 

Regardless  of  this,  the  four  writers,  Dennis 
Lee,  David  Godfrey,  Marion  Engel,  and  Graeme 
Gibson,  were  well  received  and  each  gave  an 
entertaining  reading! 

The  television  film  which  showed  the  four 
having  a  discussion,  disclosed  some  interesting  facts 
about  the  problems  in  developing  a  known 
Canadian  Literature.  Dennis  Lee  and  Dave  Godfrey 
who  are  involved  with  publishing  as  well  as  writing 
pointed  out  the  lack  of  a  Canadian  paperback 
market.  They  explained  that  Canadian  Literature 
was  stunted  because  of  American  Monopolies  in 
what  is  called  counter-space  for  books  in 
drugstores  and  variety  stores.  That  is,  a  publishing 
company  will  sell  its  paperback  series  to  a 
distributor  who  will  then  sell  to  small  store  owners 
on  the  condition  that  they  have  the  monopoly  or 
all  of  the  counter  space.  Thus,  a  Canadian 
distributor  has  little  chance  of  selling  Canadian 
publications  with  Americans  monopolizing  the 
market.  However,  Dave  and  Dennis  are  going  to  try 
and  alleviate  the  situation  by  going  directly  to  the 
store  owners  to  sell  their  publications  and  not  to  a 
distributor  where  their  books  might  never  reach 
the  shelves. 

Marion  Engel  who  has  had  one  book  published 
in  the  States  was  very  sarcastic  about  the  horrible 
American  publishing  system  where  works  cannot 
get  past  the  first  reading  without  an  agent  who 
demands  ten  percent  and  so  on  .  .  . 

It  was  good  to  see  these  people  who  are  in  a 
sense  sacrificing  their  own  lives  for  a  very 
worthwhile  Canadian  cause.  Dennis,  has  given  up  a 
comfortable  middle  class  life  in  order  to  help 
Canadian  Literature  to  get  onto  its  feet.  He  and 
Dave  both  are  not  quite  used  to  scrimping  and 
saving  in  order  to  make  it  through  the  next  crisis 
which  they  know  is  around  the  corner.

If  you  had  come  in  contact  with  members  of  the 
working  class  this  last  summer,  it  is  likely  that  you  would 
have  had  the  above  phrase  thrown  at  you  one  time  or 
another.  You  may  have  even  experienced  outright 
proletarian  hostility. 

Among  many  menbers  of  the  working  class  there  is  a 
growing  suspicion  of  university  education.  This  is  a  serious 
problem.  It  should  concern  a  great  number  of 
undergraduates.  It  is  more  than  likely  that  they  will  make 
some  contact  with  the  blue-collar  element  in  society. 

A  great  deal  of  this  tension  comes  from  the  fear  that 
well-educated  personnel  entering  the  labor  force  will 
deprive  the  workers  of  the  opportunity  of  advancement 
into  higher  positions. 

It  was  a  fairly  common  occurrence  some  years  ago  for  a 
man  to  work  his  way  up  from  the  bottom  to  a  reasonably 
secure  position  in  a  company. 

Not  so  anymore.  The  man  without  a  full  high  school 
education  will  lose  out  to  a  college  graduate  in  the  fight  for 
a  junior  managerial  position. 

Thus,  in  the  eyes  of  the  worker,  the  once  cherished 
value  of  experience  has  decreased.  The  emphasis  on 
educational  background  has  increased  in  stature. 

Among  older  members  of  the  working  class  the 
technological  advances  of  recent  years  are  viewed  with 
dismay.  Automation  is  replacing  many  people.  This  and 
many  other  products  of  our  technology  are  seen  as  negative 
contributions  made  to  our  society  by  scientists.  They  ask 
questions  such  as,  "Haven't  we  educated  ourselves  too 
much?*',  and,  "Isn't  it  time  we  stopped  learning  for  a 
while?" 

Lastly,  perhaps  the  loudest  protests  come  from  those 
who  see  students  as  a  subversive  element  in  our  society, 
dangerous  to  the  status  quo.  Their  strongest  objection 
"Why  should  we  pay  the  cost  of  educating 
revolutionaries?"  is  perhaps  the  most  common. 

Yet  anger  is  strong  on  both  sides.  Many  academics 
loathe  the  fact  that  hoisting  engineers  (crane  operators)  can 
get  S8.40  an  hour. 

Before  the  polarity  creates  any  damage,  as  in  the 
United  States,  some  reconciliation  should  be  made.

Mississauga 

Road 
Widening

Erindale  College's 
Pollution  Probe  and  The 
Ratepayers'  Association  of 
Streetsville  have  decided  to 
fight  the  proposed  widening 
of  Mississauga  Road.  The 
Ratepayers'  Association  is 
worried  about  increased 
volumes  of  heavy 
construction  traffic  while 
Pollution  Probe  is 
concerned  with  the  damage 
widening  will  do  to  the 
roadside's  ecology. 

The  Ratepayers' 
Association,  headed  by  Ron 
Droney,  has  drafted  a 
petition  reading  as  follows: 
"We  the  undersigned 
earnestly  petition  for  the 
establishment  now  of  the 
historic  Mississauga  Road  as 
a     scenic    route,    and     for

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government  recognition  of 
its  present  character  as 
constituting  a  need  in  OUR 
environment,  and  in  our 
children's  children's!" 

If  the  road  is  widened 
as  is  planned,  the  existing 
road  bed  will  be  extended  a 
minimum  of  seventeen  feet 
on  both  sides  of  the  existing 
road.  There  is  also  a  road 
allowance  of  one  hundred 
feet.  The  effects  of 
road-straightening  and  the 
one  hundred  and  twenty 
foot  road  allowance  on 
corners  are  not  included. 

This  proposal  is  seen  as 
a  scapegoat  measure  for 
Erin  Mills  Development 
Corporation.  If  Mississauga 
Road  is  widened,  the 
developers  could  use  it  for 
access  to  the  development. 

They  could  therefore 
postpone  the  creation  of  the 
Erin  Mills  Parkway,  a 
four-lane  highway  that  will 
extend  from  the  present 
Southdown  Road  to  the 
401  and  intersect  proposed 
Highway  403.  The  volume 
of  traffic  on  Mississauga 
Road  would  not  be 
decreased  by  making  it 
wider  but  would  be  greatly 
increased  by  the  movement 
of  construction  equipment 
and  workmen  for  the  site. 
Nothing  would  be  solved  by 
widening  the  road. 

The  proposal  for  the 
widening  of  Mississauga 
Road  is  an  important 
question  .  for  Erindale 
College  as  well  as  for  the 
ratepayers  of  Streetsville 
and  those  people  along  the 
road. 

Pollution  Probe 
Erindale  is  concerned  only 
with  the  eco  logical 
consequences  of  this 
proposal.  We  will  be 
working  in  co-operation 
with  the  Ratepayers' 
Association.  The  Mississauga 
Road-Widening  Committee 
has  started  to  take  a  survey 
of  the  trees  which  will  be 
lost  if  the  road  were  to 
follow  its  present  course.  If 
the  road  course  was 
changed,  the  losses  would 
be  much  greater.  We  also 
plan  to  take  a  survey  of  the 
use  of  heavy  trucks  using 
the  road,  in  an  attempt  to 
determine  whether  the 
truck  traffic  is  necessary  or 
whether  it  is  an  attempt  to 
dodge  weight  scales  on  the 
major  arteries.

"Someone's  got  to  keep  playin'  the  blues.  After  all 
enough  people  have  got  them!".  Thus  noted,  Kim 
Simmonds,  lead  guitarist  of  "Savoy  Brown"  -  a  band  of 
distinct  rarity  within  the  Anglo-Saxon  blues  mainstream. 
On  the  other  hand,  they  are  also  the  most  eminently  typical 
of  all  English  blues  bands  in  the  sense  that  they've  covered 
every  rage,  broken  up  numerous  times  yet  generally  been 
carried  along  by  popular  acceptance  of  every  trend  they've 
followed  without  becoming  commercial. 

Backing  up  Simmonds,  and  vocalist  Chris  Youlden  are 
Lonesome  Dave  on  rhythm,  Gore  Stevens  on  bass  and  Rojar 
Earl,  a  drummer  of  striking  similarity  to  Ginger  Baker  in 
format,  approach  and  potential.  The  band  first  achieved 
success  with  "Blue  Matter",  a  third  attempt  that  features 
the  group's  two  strongest  recordings  to  date:  "Train  to 
Nowhere",  and  "Louisiana  Blues".  They  were  based  on 
totally  redundant  blues  riffs,  yet  proved  to  be  a  near 
perfect  vehicle  for  Youlden's  choked  —  up  vocal 
mannerisms.  Further,  its  innocuous  yet  provoking  energy 
became  the  epitome  of  what  the  FM  underground  stations 
were  looking  for. 

Three  years  later,  they  released,  "A  Step  Further".  This 
is  an  enigmatic  album,  one  side  with  orchestra  and  horns, 
the  other,  a  live  performance  of  the  bogie.  While  showing  a 
few  brief  glimpes  of  genius  it  was  nonetheless  boring  and 
easily  the  least  successful  record  to  date.  In  spite  of  it, 
audience  size  and  reception  have  increased  immensely  and 
their  last  album,  "Raw  Sienna",  undoubtedly  points  to  a 
new  direction  is  blues  interpretations.  Their  first 
independant  production  venture  features  heavy  piano  and 
bass  with  some  excellent  Chicago  brass  which  is  not 
overused.  It  is  all  woven  around  a  hard,  simple  yet  cohesive 
rhythmatic  frame  -  analytical  verbiage  for  sounds  which 
more  than  occasionally  ignite  into  a  genuinely  new  kind  of 
sound  that  arises  from  its  own  synthesis.  The  arrangements 
for  bass  and  string  help  unite  what  could  otherwise  be  very 
conflicting  types  of  sounds.  I  was  particularly  interested  in 
one  cut  called,  "Needle  and  Spoon"  —  another  anti-drug 
song?  Apparently  not.  Many  assume  references  the  "H"  but 
it  really  refers  to  an  original  name  for  speed  'A". 

/  rise  with  the  sun  and  sleep 
with  the  moon,  but  I  feel  alright 
with  my  needle  and  spoon. 
When  you  're  married  to  "A  ", 
then  you  're  married  to  life. 

These  lines  take  on  particular  significance  in  light  of 
the  recent  deaths  of  Jimi  Hendrix  and  Janis  Joplin. 

In  its  latest  developments,  "Savoy  Brown",  has  lost 
lead  singer  Chris  Youlden  who  is  replaced  by  Lonesome 
Dave.  They've  moved  to  America  for  good  and  their  sound, 
which  was  an  evolutionary  thing,  seems  to  be  returning  to 
stone  blues  again,  above  all  into  being  what  "Savoy  Brown" 
really  is  —  an  American  sound.  Not  American  in  the  sense 
of  just  rudiments,  but  in  the  sense  that  it  seems  to  be  what 
the  traffic  will  bear.  For  a  point  of  contrast  also,  you'd  be 
well  off  to  keep  an  eye  out  for  "Led  Zeppelin  III",  soon  to 
be  released  any  day.
